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To  The  Chairman  and  Members, 

Horncastle  Rural  District  Council* 

Mr*  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1962,  As  always, 
the  bulk  of  the  report  is  necessarily  statistical,  but  I have  tried  where 
possible  to  make  the.  figures  meaningful  to  the  laymen* 

Population  must  always  concern  the  Council  and  the  breakdown  of  the 
1961  census  figures  to  Parishes  rubs  in  some  uncomfortable  truths  as  well 
as  a few  surprises.  It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  remote  parishes  such 
as  Asgarby,  Benniworth  and  Wood  Enderby  should  decline,  but  evidently 
Horncastle  is  not  a magnet,  since  parishes  around  have  also  declined  and 
generally,  only  where  a local  industry  is  flourishing  as  at  Wragby  and 
Coningsby  do  the  neighbouring  parishes  maintain  or  increase  their 
population* 

Next  of  interest  after  actual  population  is  the  relation  of  births 
to  deaths  - this  year  about  twice  as  many  births  occurred  as  deaths,  a 
substantial  rise  over  the  previous  year*  This  may  be  due  to  the  late 
effect  of  the  1939  - 43  war  which  was  followed  by  a large  increase  in 
births,  the  first  of  whom  are  now  of  age  for  first  pregnancies,  so  I 
would  anticipate  the  high  birth  rate  to  continue  for  some  years  in  the 
absence  of  any  national  disaster* 

From  birth  rate  to  provision  for  the  children  - homes,  clinics, 
schools,  playing  facilities.  Here  is  food  for  thought.  Many  of  our 
parishes  cannot  find  any  choice  of  occupation  for  the  head  of  the 
family,  so  that  there  is  little  prospect  of  the  children  finding 
employment  there.  In  fact  there  is  a continuing  tendency  to  reduce 
man-power  on  the  land  and  to  multiply  machinery.  This  goes  with  a 
tearing  up  of  hedges,  trees  and  other  wind-breaks.  Obviously  it 
facilitates  quick  cheap  cropping  but  simultaneously  it  provides  for 
quick  drainage  and  dust-bowl  conditions.  In  the  same  context  may  be 
seen  the  increased  demand  for  water  for  irrigation.  The  crystal  ball 
gives  no  answers  here  but  it  is  being  borne  home  even  in  the  pure 
atmosphere  of  this  district  that  Lung  Cancer  which  a few  years  ago 
hardly  ever  appeared  in  my  death  records  now  appears  regularly. 

The  increase  is  inescapably  real  whether  or  not  one  cares  to  accept  the 
report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  as  to  the  likely  cause.  In 
the  case  of  bronchitis  and  tuberculosis,  some  of  those  discovered  here 
have  crane  from  the  industrial  areas  but  this  is  less  likely  to  happen  in 
cancer  cases  who  rarely  have  symptons  calling  for  a change  of  home  or 
work.  For  this  reason,  I am  inclined  to  believe  that  our  cases  arise  in 
the  rural  district  where  the  smoke  of  tobacco  than  any  other  fumes. 
Academic  discussion  still  rages  round  the  question  of  why  tobacco  smoked 
in  a pipe  or  cigar  should  appear  less  harmful.  One  factor  is  statistical 
- one  can  go  all  day  without  seeing  a cigar  smoked  and  although  pipes  are 
becoming  increasingly  fashionable,  they  remain  greatly  outnumbered  by 
cigarettes.  There  has  recently  been  expressed  an  opinion  that  relighting 
partly  consumed  cigarettes  represents  an  additional  hazard. 
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This  could  well  be  so,  since  the  person  who  feels  impelled  to  relight 
a stub  will  frequently  smoke  it  to  the  limit  and  thus  absorb  all  the 
harmful  factors  that  might  otherwise  have  condensed  in  the  unburned 
tobacco# 

Many  questions  ha.ve  been  asked  concerning  the  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies , even  more  since  the  animal  casualties  thought  to  be  due  to 
f luorece tamide . In  my  view,  the  safety  otf  fluoride  in  water  is  amply 
proven  by  the  health  of  those  communities  in  this  country  and  elsewhere 
whose  water  supply  has  always  contained  fluoride  from  the  source.  Of 
course  it  has  long  been  known  tha.t  fluorides  in  large  doses  are  poisonous 
but  the  plant  devised  for  the  artificial  fluoridation  of  water  is  of  the 
"fail-safe"  type  in  which  the  normal  optimum  concentration  of  one  part  of 
fluoride  to  a million  of  water  can  be  reached  but  not  exceeded#  At  this 
concentration  it  has  been  estimated  tha.t  a harmful  dose,  taken  at  one 
time,  would  be  contained  in  about  fifty  bath-fulls  of  water!  Not  a likely 
consumption  for  man  or  beast.  It  remains  evident  from  the  substantial 
lists  of  applicants  for  most  Council  dwellings  which  become  vacant  tha.t 
there  are  large  numbers  of  families  unsatisfactorily  housed,  and  perhaps 
also  there  is  a tendency  to  live  in  the  bigger  villages  with  the 
amenities  and  travel  to  work  in  factory  or  on  farm#  This  may  be 
acceptable  all  the  time  we  are  an  qffluent  society,  but  not  all  Britain 
is  effluent  even  now,  and  the  cold  wind  of  change  could  blow 
uncomfortably  over  these  rural  areas  of  Lincolnshire# 

I must  in  conclusion  thank  all  the  Members  of  Council  Officers  and 
Staff  who  have  helped  to  make  my  work  easy  and  interesting  during  the 
year.

Infectious  disease  continues  to  decline,  so  that  the  dangers  of 
complacency  increase.  It  is  now  a generation  since  there  was  a outbreak 
of  diphtheria  in  the  district,  and  whilst  a section  of  the  community 
conscientiously  protect  their  children  by  immunization,  the  years  figures 
compare  poorly  with  previous  years.  This  will  be  due  in  part  to  the  loss 
through  ill-health  of  a valuable  member. of  my  staff,  Mrs . Vickers,  with 
whose  help  I was  able  to  catch  up  on  a proportion  of  children  who  were 
not  immunized  in  the  pre-school  years  as  well  as  to  give  a proportion  of 
the  necessary  ’booster  doses'  a.t  school  entry  and  9 + 

The  national  panic  over  the  smallpox  importation  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  spread  as  far  as  this  area  and  vaccination  was  demanded  for 
persons  of  all  ages  who  had  no  conceivable  chance  of  coming  in  contact 
with  the  disease,  (in  fact,  40  out  of  the  total  of  62  smallpox  cases  were 
in  hospital  when  they  developed  the  disease  so  that  it  is  apparent  that 
so  long  as  an  efficient  Public  Health  Service  exists,  smallpox  can  be 
controlled  as  effectively  as  other  infections). 


The  number  of  .children  vaccinated  at  the  time  of  intended  other 
Immunizations  was  appreciable  and  as  vaccinations  were  not  notified  to  me, 
immunization  against  other  diseases  was  seriously  hampered. 
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Dr,  Hoyes,  who  was  then  responsible  for  the  infant  welfare  clinics 
was  absent  for  much  of  the  year  and  this  may  have  had  some  effect  in  reducing 
the  effectiveness  of  the  campaign  against  whooping  cough  which  is  only  of 
value  if  started  early  in  life.  The  provision  of  locum  tenens  M.O’s  is 
a necessary  evil,  but  few  locums  achieve  the  results  of  the  regular  M.O. 
who,  like  the  family  doctor  becomes  acceptedo  When  he  or  she  is  away, 
clinic  attendances  drop  sharply*  This  is  deliberate  in  the  case  of  short 
absences  when  courses  of  immunizing  are  planned  to  avoid,  fio  day  or  days 
when  the  regular  M.O.  expects  to  be  away.

County  Health  Services 

A new  feature  in  the  County  Scheme  for  the  prevention  of  illness 
concerns  a survey  of  water  sources  throughout  the  County  in  regard  to  the 
natural  fluoride  content.  This  has  shown  a serious  deficiency  in  all 
supplies  except  two  bores  at  Mumby  supplying  only  a few  small  parishes 
in  Spilsby  Rural  District  Council,  In  1963  it  is  hoped  the  initial  steps 
will  be  taken  to  correct  the  deficiency  in  the  other  waters. 

OraJL  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  became  general  during  the 
year  and  rapidly  became  the  mode  of  choice,  not  merely  because  of 
convenience,  but  because  present  indications  are  that  it  is  a better 
vaccine. 

The  alternative  combined  4 in  1 vaccine  has  not  been  issued  by 
the  County  Council.  Since  there  are  no  difficulties  or  ill  effects 
associated  with  oral  polio  vaccine  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  live 
vaccine  is  likely  to  maintain  better  immunity  than  killed  vaccine,  the  only 
d ' sadvnntage  of  giving  polio  vaccine  by  mouth  and  the  conventional  three 
injections  of  "triple  vaccine"  are  in  the  case  of  mothers  making  special 
journeys  for  the  purpose.  Recent  research  has  shown  no  ill  effects  from 
giving  both  vaccines  at  the  same  session.

A modest  programme  of  8 dwellings  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  work  progressed  on  an  ambitious  scheme  a.t  Tattershall,

Much  care  is  expended  upon  slaughter house  supervision  and  substantial 
improvements  have  been  carried  out.  The  standard  of  preparation  of  mea.t 
and  products  is  generally  satisfactory.
